BOTH  RAISED  IN  GROTON,  MASSACHUSETTS,  DURING 
THE  FRENCH  AXD  INDIAN  WAR. 


\At  a  meeting  of  the  Massachusetts  IliSTOEicAL 
Society,  held  May  14,  1S91,  Dr.  Sa^iuel  A.  Green^ 
made  the  followmo:  remarks  :  — 
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At  the  last  May  meeting  I  communicated  some  papers  re- 
lating to  Cape.  Thomas  Lawrence's  company,  raised  iiuGtctoii 
for  the  campaign  of  1T5S  during  tlie  French  and  Indian  War, 
which  were  pabliihcd  in  the  Proceedings.  As  supplementary 
to  thoL^e  papers,  T  wish  now  to  present  A  Return  of  Men  In- 
listed  for  lus  Mii-jestey'  Service  for  the  Totall  Reduction  of 
Canada  1760."  The  men  were  enlisted  h;j  Capfc.  Thomas  Far- 
riiigton,  who  raised  a  company  in  Gro.ti''v.^;?fiijl  neighborhocd, 
which  served,  durinj^  the  camoaig-u  ot  li  ow/^'His  command 
is  referred  to  in  Serjeant  David  Plolden's  Jounu-1/  orinted 
in  the  Proceedings  for  June,  1889.  In  the  copy  herevvith 
given  I  liave  omitted  some  of  the  headings  ;  such  as  Wlien 
Inlisted,"  "  By  wliome,"  and  What  Rigment."  With  che 
exception  of  James  Frye  and  Phiiip  Barker,  both  of  An- 
dover,  who  joined  a  company  in  Colonel  Osgood's  commaiid, 
they  were  all  enlisted,  in  the  regiment  of  Col.  William  Law-  . 
rence,  of  Groton.  The  date  of  enlistment  extended,  over  a 
period  from  Februaiy  14  to  April  9,  1760.  "  Barzzeaier " 
[Barzillai]  Lew,  sou  of  Primus,  was  a  negro,  and  belonged 
to  a  well-knov/u  colored  family  of  that  day,  somewhat 
noted  for  their  musical  atcuimut- iits.  In  early  ci^nt-s  the 
sturdy  yeoajanry  of  ilassachubOtts  often  stood  in  the  ranks 
shoulder  to  sh.a'.ldtr  with  the  ulaok  suuli'„r  ;  and  it  vas  never 
thought  that  this  juxtaposition  lowered  their  dignity,  nor  did 
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it  create  a,  ripple  in  the  mind  of  any  man.  It  will  be  noticed 
that,  in  the  case  of  minors,  the  names  of  parents  or  guardians 
are  also  given.    The  surnames  Kemp  and  Kendall  are  written 

Kinip  "  and  "  Kindall,"  showing  how  the  words  were  then 
generally  pronounced. 

The  "  Return  "  is  found  on  two  separate  sheets,  and  the  in- 
dorsement on  each  sheet  by  Ihe  nuisteririg-ofHcers  is  also  given.

I  wish  also  to  present  a  "  List  "  of  men  that,  were  ordered 
out  in  July,  1748,  under  the  command  of  Capt.  Samuel  Tar- 
hell,  to  ficout  for  Indians  in  the  neighborhood  of  Groton.  At 
that  time  there  was  an  alarm  among  the  inhabitants  of  tlie 
town,  caused  by  the  appearance  of  the  Indians  at  Lunenburg', 
and  another  Groton  company  also  went  out  for  the  same  pur- 
pose under  Cape.  Thomas  Tarbell,  a  brother  of  Samuel ;  but 
they  did  not  find  the  enemy.  For  a  li.st  of  Thomas's  company, 
see  "Grocon  during  the  Indi;i,n  ^Vars  "'  (pages  1.'54,  155).

During  this  alarm  the  Indians  nuule  an  attack  on  the  house 
of  John  Fitch,  then  situated  in  that  part  of  Lunenburg  after- 
ward called  Fitchburg,  but  hy  a  later  act  of  incorporatinti 
included  within  the  limits  of  Ashby,  when  they  buruod  iiis 
dwelling,  and  carried  him  and  his  f.imily  into  capti\itj,  where 
they  remained  one  year.  Mr.  Fitch  was  a  resident  of  Fitch- 
burg when  it  was  incorporated,  and  the  ucw  town  took  its 
name  from  liim.  In  Torrey's  History  of  Fitchburg  (page  4G), 
the  date  of  the  assault  is  given  wrong,  as  is  shown  !)y  the 
following  extract  from  "The  Boscon  Weekly  Xews-Lotter," 
July  14,  1748 :  — 

Last  Tuesday  was  sev'night  [July  o]  about  30  or  40  of  :he  Enemy, 
came  upon  a  garrison'd  House  at  the  Out-skirts  of  Luueabu.'-g!i.  and  two 
Soldiers  posted  there  were  both  kill'd  near  the  Garrison,  one  being  knock'd 
on  the  Head,  the  other  shot  tliro'  the  Cody,  as  he  was  endeavouring  to 
escape.  The  Master  of  the  House,  Mr.  .John  Fitch,  'tis  tho't  was  siuz'd 
by  them  in  the  Field,  as  he  was  spreading  Hay,  and  his  Wife  as  she  was 
bringing  "Water  from  a  S[)ring,  about  '20  Rods  Distance,  a  Pail  and  htjr 
Bonnet  being  found  near  the  Path  :  The  House  they  set  on  Fire  and 
burnt  it  to  the  Ground,  and  the  Body  of  of  [siV]  one  of  the  slain  Soldiers 
lay  so  near  thereto,  that  the  Head  was  burnt  from  the  Shoulders.  Tlie 
neighbouring  Towns  being  soon  alarm'd,  above  '10  -Jen  muster'd  and 
got  upon  the  Spot  before  Sundown,  but  the  Enemy  had  withdrawn  ; 
however  they  kept  a  strict  Watch  and  Guard  all  Night,  and  just  about 
the  Dawn  of  the  nest  Day  they  heard  a  Noise  among  the  Bushes,  which 
they  suppos'd  to  be  some  of  the  Enemy  that  were  loft  as  Spies,  who 
perceiving  the  Number  that  came  against  them,  skulk'd  away  without 
being  discover'd:  3L-.  Fitch,  his  Wife  and  5  Children  being  missing, 
'tis  concluded  they  were  Laken  Prisoners  by  the  Enemy.  The  Codies 
of  the  two  Soldiers  were  found  and  buried. 

Last  Thursday  a  ilan  at  Lunenbourc:,  was  way-laid  and  shot  at  by 
some  Indijins.  as  was  also  another  at  Township  No.  2  [Westminster], 
but  both  happily  escap'd. 
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
